Alabama population tops 4.5 million 
in 2003 according to census bureau 


Alabama's population grew 
by 21.856 people between 2002 
and 2003, according to the U.S 
Census Bureau's most recent 


population estimates. Alabama 
ranks 30th of 51 (including the 
Distnet of Columbia) in number 
of residents added during that 
time penod 

According (o Annette Watters. 
manager of the Alabama State 
Data Center and a member of the 
National Steenng Committee of 
the Census Bureau's State Data 
Center organization, the South 
had the largest numerical 
increase in population (1.3 mil 
lion), while the West recorded 
the fastest rate of growth (1.5 
percent) Texas, Flonda, 
Georgia, North Carolina, and 
Virginia rank in the top 10 states 
for population growth, she said 

“Although Alabama 1s not one 
of the nation’s fastest growimg 
states, it has netted more than 
53.600 additional people since 
the Census was taken in 2000," 
Watters. said. - “Population ‘will 
increase when people move: to 
the state or. are born here 
Population is subtracted. when 
people move away or die. Most 
of Alabama's population growth 
comes from natural increase 
That is, there are more people 
born in Alabama than people 
who die in any given year.”

From April 1, 2000 to July | 


2003, Alabama’s net imternal 
migration was a negative 9.826 
The trend began to reverse itself 
between 2002 and 2003. “Last 
year we had 4.525 more people 
who moved here from other 
states than Alabamians who 
left,” Watters noted 

International migration 1s 
important to the state's popula- 
tion growth, but it does not con- 
tribute as much to Alabama's 
increase as it does to some other 
states, Watters noted. She said 
Alabama ranked 34th of 51 in 
2003 for population change 
attnbuted to intemational migra- 
non 

Last year. Alabama picked up 
about 5,000 new residents from 
outside international borders, but 
other states in the South gained 
many more For example, 
Flonda gained 107.300 from net 
intemational migration; Georgia 
added 38,900; and Texas 
135,000. 

In recent years, Watters said. 
Shelby, Madison. and Baldwin 
Counties have been the primary 
recipients Alabama’s population 
increase.

His statement may be true if they are both looking straight ahead 
at the same object, but the deer has fir superior peripheral vision, A 
deer’s eyes protrude slightly and are set baek one the side of the 


head 


This positioning gives the deer a very wide field of view 


They can see everywhere withoul moving thetr head with the excep 


tion of a small area directly behind the head 
be. quickly observed with a slight turn of the head 


And even this area can

degrees without moving from their tracks 
Another difference in human vision and a deer’s ts the ability of 


the deer to see well in low light conditions

Because of this We have better depth pet 


ception than a deer and can distinguish objects from their back 


ground better than a deer can 


Since deer have an advantage of peripheral vision but the disad 
vantage of limited depth perception, hunters can take advantage of 
both. Make sure that your stand, whether on the ground or in a tree 


is not sky lighted 


After placing a stand, walk out to where you 


assume you may see a deer, sit on the ground and look toward your 
stand. If you can see sky behind the seat rather than vegetation, it 


probably needs relocating. 


To overcome a deer’s peripheral vision (where they detects 
motion) one must be absolutely still and blend in with the back- 
ground. Their limited depth perception often allows a hunter who is 
standing or sitting perfectly still in front of a good background to go 
undetected, even when wearing a hunter orange hat. 

While their sense of smell and hearing may be better that their 
ability to see, they can still pick up a fidgety or sky lighted hunter 
quite a distance away, Hunters who blend with their background 
and remain motionless put the most trophies on the wall 


How much do you feed horses? 


By Stan Windham, Coffee County Extension Agent 


If you think about the quali- 
ties that you want in a horse. 
trimness, some spirit and 
endurance, and you want them 
to be athletic, these qualities 
absolutely cannot be attained 
with a large paunchy stomach. 
Also, a healthy condition is 
desired, but you really don’t 
want a lot of excess fat. This is 
particularly true if you use your 
horses for performance such as 
team penning or roping. 

The quantity of grain and hay 
required by horses depends 
upon several factors. One is, 
some horses are just “better 
keepers” than others. Some 
horses simply utilize their feed 
more efficiently than others do, 
As you might expect, a hard 
keeper is going to require more 
feed than an easy keeper does, 

The horse’s age, size and the 
overall condition of the animal 
will play an important part in 
how much feed they require. 

The kind, regularity and 
amount of work that they per- 
form. Whether it be herding cat- 
Ue on Sunday afternoon, Team 
Penning, Roping or simply 
being ridden every few weeks, 
will all weigh into how much 
they need to eal. 

The weather has a lot to do 
with how much to fed a horse, If 
you live in North Dakota in the 
winter, you will need quité a bit 
more feed than you will need in 
south Alabama in the winter. 
The problem we face here on the 
Gulf Coast in the winter time 
particularly is one week they 
may require more feed than 
another week, When it is 70 


degrees out, dry and pretty, they 
don’t need a lot of extra feed. 
But, if it’s rainy and 30 degrees 
they need extra feed, 

The kind and the quality of 
feed that you are going to feed 
will dictate the amount of feed 
the horse will require. Along 
these same lines the horse’s 
health, condition and even his 
attitude has a lot to do with how 
much he needs to eat. Believe it 
or not a high strung* nervous 
horse tends to require more feed 
to keep his body condition than 
a more laid back horse. 

There are three guidelines that 
you can use in feeding horses. 
Please keep this in mind, A 
horse’s digestive system is a 
very complex system to say the 
least. They have just enough 
digestive .capacity to handle 
roughages and concentrates to 
get them in trouble. These 
guidelines are a starting place or 
a general rule of thumb for feed- 
ing horses, Consider your horse 
as an individual. Each one is 
Loing to be different. 

For horses that are at light 
work, that would be roughly one 
to three hours of riding per day, 
allow any where from two fifths 
to one half pound of grain and 
one and one quarter to one and a 
half pounds of hay per. day per 
hundred pounds of live weight, 

For horses at medium work, 
that is defined as three to five 
hours per day of riding or driy- 
ing allow three quarters to one 
pound of grain to one to one and 
a Quarter pounds of hay per hun- 
dred pounds of live weight.

These documents include the motion, 
the Consent Decree and the Annual Reports filed by the Board and may be viewed during regular busi- 
ness hours Feta on January 12, 2004. 

Judge W. Harold Albritton, Chief United States District Judge, has scheduled a hearing for February 
19, 2004 at 1:00 p.m., in the federal courthouse in Dothan, Kissarna to determine whether or not the 
motion by the Board of Education should be granted. The hearing is open to the public and the court 
invites objections and comments from any interested parties. Written objections and comments should 
be made on forms which are available at the Central Office of the Board of Education and at the 
Principal's office at all Coffee County Public Schools. Written comments and objections must be 
submitted to the court at the address indicated on the form and must be postmarked no later 
than January 26, 2004. No person will be heard orally at the hearing unless that person has filed 
such a written objection or comment by that time.
